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The Great Express Robbery in New
York—Arrest of Two of the Per-
petrators—A Portion of the
$800,000 Recovered.

Our readers will récollect, says the Trov (N.Y.)
Tiwes, the particulurs of the groat Express rob-
bery which was committed upon the Ceontral Rail-
road lagt summer. The thieves entered the ear at
Fonda, and shortly afterwards passed into the
bageage car, pud gageing the expiross messonger
and baggage master, procecded to open the ex-
press safe and rifle it of its contents, yarionsly
estimated at from §200,000 o £800,000. Soon
after the robbery the company eaused the arrest
of Charles Coukling, the bagzage master, but
upon the representation of the dotectives he was
shortly afterwards reinstated in his pozition on
the road, thongh of course he was suspected of
having bLeen one of the lending spirits in the
transaction. The detectives ghndowed him con-
stantly. IHis overy movement was watched.
Other  suspected partles  were  watehed,
and  fimally a ray of light penectrated
the darkness which strrounded the
trangaction, and showed the way to the arrest of
the thieves and recovery of n good portion of
the money. That ray of light showed the detee-
tives that one man alone, in addition to those
tliey already suspected, was wanted to complete
the number of thoge engnged In the transactlon,
and to discover hith was the object of thelr con-

« glnnt and sleeplegs victlance. At last the clue
war found, and the man discovered. But can-
tion and Fru:iem:u were necessary—the stakes
woere not alone the men, but the money as well,
The man the detectives had spotted was so
closely watched that he wae searcely ever out of
sight of the men who were walling (or the mo-
ment to arrive when they should pounce upon
him. His whole history was soon known
to the officers, He bhad always been
poor, and so had hig parents, IHIs father worked
at day labor, eawing wood, ete, He had been
employed on the rallrond, but left It for some
renson not known.  Although not a resident ol
Troy, he was hera much of hizs time, and fre-
quented the notorlous dens of this city. Sud-
denly he beeame a rich man, ot least his lnvish
expenditnras of money led to the belief that he
had moet with extraordinary good fortune, lle
purchured a team of horses for his father, and
refurnished the hnmble dwelling of hiz parents
in Magsachueetts in fine style. IHe was most
liberal in his gifis to his pals and female asso-
clates of doubtful character. In fact, he was as
free with money as though he wereamilllonaire.
Wednesday last be was arrested in Troy, in the
most gquiet manner, and taken to Alb*. since
which tygme he has kept company with an ofli-
cer, who never permitted him to be ont of slght.
When acensed of belng implicated in the rob-
bery, he stoutly denied it, but after being ns-
sured by the oflicers that they possessed f(ull
knowledge of the transaction, aud of the guilty
parties, he admitted his participation in the rob-
bery, and made a clear and unreserved statement
of the whole trapsaction. The truth of the con-
feselon was soon attested. The next step of the
oflicers was to arrest his associates in erlme.
Two of the parties, Lrothers, reside in Green
Island, and on Baturday they were arrested in
80 quist & manner thot the members of their
families hid no knowledge of the fact until
Sunday alternoon. They, too, were taken to
Albapy, and pliced in separate rooms Im a
hotel In charce of vigllant officers. The
brothers after thelr urrest made an unreserved
confession, embracing full partienlars of the
whole transaction, and stating to the officors
where a considerable portlon of the money was
concealed. Yosterdny mormng  the oflicers
visited Green Island aod found (he statement
made by them to be correct, us they recovered n
considerable portion of the stolen monev. The
statements of all three of the parties, neither
having knowledge of what the others had di-
vulged, implicated Conkling in the robbery, and
in fact pointed to him as the principal. On the
arrival of the tradn at Albany from New York
Saturday afternoon, Uonkling was therelore
arrested on o warrdol Istucd by a justice of
Fonda, Montgomery county, some time since,

und  was  taken to  that {JI:H‘C and
lodged in jall, where the other
risoners will be removed to await teial.

¢ Albany FErpress ol yesterdoy gives the

following particulnrs additional to the above.
All the mouey has not yet been recovered, but it
i4 probable the balance over and above what
was expended by the three parties first arrested
—it does not appear that Conkling had even
expended any of it—will be secured to-day
There are very many fucts and clrcumstances
connected with the affalr that muast be withheld
for the preseut; but in due time the whole his
tory of the transaction will be wmade public.
When the robbers left the cars near West Albany
they made their escape to the woods, thelr
plunder belng packed In haversacks, They
directed their steps towards West Troy, and had
a most luborious journey. They, howaver, nr-
rived there before daybreak, and buried the
money back of the village. where it remained
concenled for some thme. It was subsequently
removed and divided ap, and then again con-
cealed—a portion of it in the very places where
it was found by the oilicers yesterdany.
